NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) The legislature recognizes the need to
encour age i nvestnment in proven prevention and i ntervention prograns for
youth at high risk of becomng involved in the juvenile and adult
justice systens.

(2) The state institute for public policy nust conduct the
necessary research in order to recomend to the |legislature the
criteria, processes, and institutional arrangenents under which proven
best practices could be state-certified, the reductions in the state
justice system casel oads estimated, and the unit cost and total cost
savings estimated for intervention and prevention prograns focused on
youth at high risk for involvement with the juvenile and adult justice
syst ens.

(3) The institute for public policy will report its findings and
recomendations to the |egislature by Decenber 15, 2003.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. This act is necessary f
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety,
state governnment and its existing public institutions,
May 1, 2003.
